Irishman Tells of 
14-Day March 
Through Germany 


Warrant-Officer Joseph A. Fagan, 
D.F.M., of Ballymahon, Go. Long- 
ford, one of 1,600 prisoners of war 
who marched for 14 days to reach 
the Oder River from the east, and 
who were eventually liberated. by 
the Red Army, has described the 
journey to an /rish Times reporter. 

Having spent four months in a 
prison camp at Bankau, on the 
Polish-German frontier, the 
prisoners, in January last, under a 
small guard of Germans, were 
ordered to march to Luckenwalde, 
as the Soviet Army was sweeping to 
the west. Ill-clad and weak from 
hunger, the prisoners started their 
trek in a snowstorm. There were 
no rations, and in the evenings. the 
prisoners fought for the frosted 
sugar beet, grass and roots, for 
which they burrowed beneath the 
snow. Those who were lucky 
slept in barns and out-houses, -but 
n.vst of the prisoners lay in the 
open and gathered in groups for 
warmth. Stragglers were left behind, 
and dysentry, frost-bite and gan- 
grene took toll of the remainder. 

A thousand of the prisoners 
reached the Oder alive, but another 
hundred died before they reached 
Luckenwalde, where they’ were set 
free. 

Warrant-Officer Fagan stated that 
when their Lancaster (one of the 
famous Pathfinder Squadron) was 
shot down over Emden he was man- 
handled by civilians and. later 
tortured by the Germans at an 
interrogation camp near Frankfurt. 
Prisoners who refused to give 
information were beaten - with 
rubber truncheons and put before 
a firing squad. Their diet consisted 
of a slice of black bread and a 
small allowance of water. 

Warrant-Officer — received 
his D.F.M. from the King at 
Buckingham Palace on June 6th, 
1944, and the official citation said 
that although wounded in a bomb- 
ing attack over Emden, he, then a 
machine-gunner, refused to leave his 
turret, and played his part deter-

£9.742,950,000, he said that Britain 
received 9,500 planes and munitions, 
valued at £1,607,500,000. Two- 
thirds of the armoured divisions in 
Field-Marshal . Montgomery’s 21st 
Army Group, together with several 
armoured brigades, were equi 
entirely with Lend-Lease Fes or
